STRIKE RIOTS 


IN CONNECTICUT 


Thirty-Five Persons Are Hurt When 


Company Tries To Run 


Cars. 


Bridgeport. Conn.. May IS.—Thirty 


two persons were injured here Sunday 
In a riot Incident to the street car 
strike. The sheriff blames Mayor Mui 
Tlhlll for his open sympathy with the 
strikers. He threatens to supersede 
the mayor In authority and says that 
another such outbreak will make the 
calling out of the state troops In 
«vl table. 


Six trolley cars were started on the 


Barnuin and State street lines. 
Th*» 


•cara were manned by twenty of the 
130 strike breakers brought to ih\# 
•city by the trolley company. When 
the flrst car had completed Us third 
round trip and was In front of the 
"Wheeler & Wilson factory, where a 
•crowd of at least 1,000 persons ban 
gathered, a bombardment of stones be- 
gan. 


Clash of Authority. 


Deputy 
Sheriffs 
llendrue 
and 


Plumb, who were riding on the car, 
plunged Into the crowd to arrest a man 
w-hom they had seen throwing a stono. 
He was seized and with considerable 
difficulty dragged fifty feet to the 
car. The stone-thrower was a big fel- 
low and struggled so fiercely that a 
policeman went to the assistance of 
the sheriffs. 
Mayor Mtilvihlll rushed 


up to the policeman and ordered him 
to take bis bands off the prisoner. 
During the argument the stone throw- 
er wrenched himself free and clashed 
away. In the meantime stones were 
flying In a shower and one of them 
struck Mayor Mulvlhlll on tho head, 
bruising It badly. 


Deputies Fire Guns. 


The two deputies jumped on the 


<ar and ordered the motorman to pro- 
ceed to the car sheds, a quarter of a 
mile distant. Tho bombardment did 
not abate and tho 
crowds 
on the 


streets were so dense that the motor- 
man bad to go slowly. The stone- 
throwing soon became so furious that 
tbe sheriffs drew their revolvers and 
fired five shots in the air. This caused 
the bombardment to let up a little and 
the car reached the barns and was 
run Inside. The other flvo cars fol- 
lowed the first car. 


Mob Throws Stones. 


When the last car bad passed with- 


in the doors there was a crowd of 
4.000 people gathered in a vacant lot 
opposite and violence once more broke 
loose. Brickbats, stones and other mis- 
silos were hurled at tbe barns. 


Mayor Mulvlhlll saw that tho ser- 


geant and nine 
policemen stationed 


at the car barns were entirely unable 
to cope with '.be mob and bo sent for 
Chief Coffin of tho fire department. 
The latter ordered out an cnglno com- 
pany with a steamer nnd a line of 
bose. Soon a stream was being played 
on the mob, which slowly fell back

abroad together, and tho present fad- 
lire gives point to the stories of their 
break already circulated. 
Just low 


wide the divergence Is and what ef- 
fect It will have on the future financial 
relations of the two capitalists Is mat- 
ter of Interesting speculation among 
financial men. 


Origin of Trouble. 


The breach had Its origin In a curi- 


ous way, and Involved no matter of 
friction directly between tho two men. 
It camo out of the financial relations 
of other giants In Philadelphia busi- 
ness life, John M. Mack and Thomas, 
Dolan. 
Dolan dislikes Mack, who. Is 


a person of aggressive will. In the 
recent sessions of the legislature! a 
bill was Introduced which was aimed 
at the United Gas Improvement com- 
pany, in that It opened tho way to 
break Its lease on tho city gas works 
at the expiration of the present hold- 
ing. Mack was actively Interested In 
the measure. Dolan, Widener and Ell- 
kins were _powers In the United Gat 
Improvement 
company, and 
when 


Widener turned In with Mack to sup- 
port tho bill there was trouble at once. 


Defeat for Widener. 


Dolan felt there waa nothing In the 


situation but warfare between him- 
self and Widener. 
When a count ot 


noses came Widener found hlmscU 
hopelessly in tho minority and at the 
election he was dropped from the 
board. Among those who gave their 
proxies over to Dolan 
was Elkins, 


which did not tend to keep close re- 
lations between the two. 


Tho situation then was that Dolan 


had triumphed over Mack, who was 
Wldencr's financial associate 
and 


friend, and Elklns had helped him do 
It. The bill was killed at Harrlsburg. 
Prior to tho United States Gas Im- 
provement election Elkins waa said 
to bo against the bill and as criticis- 
ing both Mack and Widener. 
Mack, 


It Is said, does not like Elkins any 
more than Dolan likes Mack, and as 
Wldcner and Mack are great friends 
It Is likely that the hand In glove al- 
llanco between Wldcner and Elkins Is 
over. In a great part at least, and 
that new combinations are looked for. 


Elkins Is Jealous. 


That there will be any open •war- 


fare Is doubted, for the Widener and 
Elkins families are bound 
by mar- 


riage. 
But there may be fewer en- 


terprises taken up together and this . 
Is something financial men aro quite . 
prepared to expect Elkins Is not be- 
lieved to have entirely appreciated 
In recent years tho dominance of Wld- 
ener In their mutual association. It 
Is said that ho would have been bet- 
tor pleased had the newspapers chron- 
Iclod a few less Wldoner-Elklns deals 
and a few more Elklns-Wldener deals. ;

about $4,aoO received from John nod- 
man, a merchant, for the old Stadt 
Huys, for the new hall, and It occu- 
pied the site of one of the stout bas- 
tions which were erected when the 
defensive wall, or wooden 
pallsado 


(which gave Wall street Its present 
name), was built across the Island. 
The stone of this bastion was used In 
constructing the new building. 
Tho 


front of the building was embellished 
•with the arms of tho Klnp and those 
of the Earl of Bollomont. These orna- 
ments were defaced and destroyed Im- 
mediately after the close of the Revo- 
lution by vote of tho Common Coun-' 
ell: and when the Declaration of In- 
dependence was read to the people In 
1776 from the steps of the City Hall 
the painted coat of arms that hung on 
the wall of the main room was brought 
out and thrown into the bonllre made 
by tho citizens to cclebrato the event. 
During tbe Revolution the City Hall, 
•was occupied by the British troops, 
and they were accused of ruthlessly 
plundering the library and using many 
valuable books In making cartridges.

The City Hall then passed Into tho 


bands of Congress, and after extcn-, 
slve changes became known as the 
Federal Building. It was In the gallery 
of the Senate Chamber that Washing-, 
ton tool; the oath of ofllce as Presl-;

Alleges Irregular Transactions Caused 


Department Accounts to be Short 
Thousands of Dollars In the Year 
1899— Is Surprise to Officials.

made public by Seymour W. Tulloch, 
fromerly cashier of the Washington 
city postotllce, against former high 
officials of the postofMce department.

Perry S. Heath, along with many other 
prominent ofllclals of his department, 
are mentioned In connection with tho 
alleged Irregular transactions, which 
are declared to have caused the de- 
partment's accounts to be short thou- 
sands of dollars In the year ISDU. 


Gives Detlls. 


The charges of Mr. Tulloch, which 


are contained In a formal communica- 
tion to Postmaster (Jer.eral Payne. In 
substantiation of previous published 
attacks, are sweeping, but at the same 
time specific. Mr. Tulloch names per 
eons, dates and amounts, ami fully 
details each transaction to which ho 
refors as being irregular. 


The exact charges made hy Mr. Till 


loch came as a decided surprise. In 
asmuch ns Postmaster Oeneral Payne 
and other officials had expressed tho 
belief that the former 
olllclal 
wan 


"blulllng'^and could not "make good" 
•when It came to a pinch. The Investl 
gallon which Mr. Payne said would bo 
pushed "to the end." promises to be 
one of tho most exciting that has ever 
taken placo In connection with the de- 
partment. 


Investigation Is Dropped. 


Former Cashier Tulloch asserts that 


tho irregularities referred 
to 
were 


frequently brought to tho attention of 
the then postmaster general, Charles 
Emory Smith, and other officials high 
in power, hut that they were disre- 
garded and nothing ever cnmo of It 
He adds, too, that at one time an In- 
vestigation of accounts was starteil 
l»y tho comptroller of the treasury ami 
carried far enough to show a short 
age of some J30/IOO or more In ono 
quarter, but that It was finally dropped 
and things allowed to drift along as 
before. 


Says Senator Sought Favors. 


The name of Senator Platt of New 


York Is also mentioned by Tulloch In 
connection with a deal In which em- 
ployes of the postofllce were to be "In- 
vited" to take out bonds with a cer- 
tain surety company, and In which 
connection it was stated that Senator 
Plntt "would greatly appreciate tho 
favor" if his company were selected 
for this purpose.

'fiy-products of the farm Is not fully 
realized by the farmer. The dairyman, 
(or Instance, whose first object Is to 
produce as tnTTcli milk as possible that 
he may sell tho butterfat, may over- 
look the value still remaining In the 
Hklmmllk and buttermilk after the fat 
has been taken from them. As a mat- 
ter of fact from '10 to ^0 per cent of 
the value of milk lies In the skim- 
milk when It Is properly fed to grow- 
ing young animals.

While butterfat has a much 
higher commercial value than the oth- 
er Eollds In milk, it is less essential 
as a food for young animals than 
what remains and may easily be re- 
placed by a cheaper feed.—Arizona 
Station Bulletin.
